During the 


same period of 1919, considered an 
exceptionally wet fornight, the fall 
was 3.75 inches. 
In July last year, 


a normal month, the fall was 2.S6 
inches. 


This month's deluge, coming as it 


does on the heels of the wettest 
summer month on record, 
pretty 


thoroly soaked mother earth for this 
season of the year. July broke all 
records for rainy Julys with a total 
rainfall of 7.64 inches, and August 
follows up with an additional fall 
of almost six inches in 
15 days. 


This takes the prize for dampness 
in August since the records have 
been kept here. 


Both rivers were rising slowly 


Monday, but there is believed to be 
little danger of either overflowing 
its banks unless the downpour is 
resumed with renewed vigor.

for every 100 pounds

phate applied.
